Legislative findings.

(1)  The religious, ethnic, and cultural heritage of County residents is
very diverse.

(2) The County benefits economically, intellectually, culturally, and
socially from the richness and strength of its diversity and seeks
to promote an inclusive community for all residents.

(3) The County’s respect for the diversity of its own workforce is
reflected in the County’s rules governing leave and alternate
work schedules for religious observance.

(4) The ability of County employees to meet the needs of County

residents and provide high quality customer service is enhanced
when County employees know that certain days have special
religious, ethnic, or cultural meaning that will affect the daily

activities of a significant number of County residents.
